President Assigns Former 
Head of Electricians 
To New Duty 


President Roosevelt has appoint- 
ed Daniel W. Tracy, former presi- 
dent of the international brother- 
hood of electrical workers, as the 
assistant secretary of labor, pro- 
moting him from the past as sec- 
ond assistant. He succeeds Charles 
V. McLaughlin, a former senior 
vice president, brotherhood of fire- 
men and enginemen. 

Mr. Tracy, who was appointed to 
the department of labor by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt last July, has been 
the liaison man between the de- 
partment and the office of produc- 
tion management and has been 
called upon frequently to assist in 
the adjustment of industrial dis- 
putes. President Roosevelt appoint- 
ed him in 1935 as the first official 
labor delegate sent by the United 
States to the international labor 
office conference in Geneva. The 
president sent him in 1938 as labor 
representative to the Pan-American 
conference in Peru. 

Tracy was elected international 
vice president in 1920 and was 
placed in charge of 6 southern 
states with headquarters in Hous- 
ton. He remained there until 1933 
when he went to Washington as 
international president of the elec- 
trical workers.

Trades Council on 
Defense Job 


Two rulings of Superior Judge 
Henry M. Willis established this 
week the right of labor unions to 
picket national defense projects 
peacefully without being held in 
violation of the newly-enacted anti- 
sabotage legislation. 

Judge Willis dissolved a prelim- 
inary injunction granted under the 
new law to Victor J. Nelson, con- 
tractor who complained that efforts 
of the building trades council, A. 
F. of L., to unionize workers were 
hampering construction of build- 
ings at the Lancaster airport de- 
signed to house youths being 
trained for the British royal air 
force 

Judge Willis ruled: 

“The anti-sabotage bill does 
not intend by its terms to de- 
prive labor organizations, em- 
ployes or workers of their con- 
stitutional rights,” Judge Willis 
held. “Any other interpreta- 
tion, which would include peace- 
ful picketing as an act of sab- 
otage, would be directly con- 
trary to the constitutional pro- 
vision of freedom of speech.”

The American Federation of La- 
bor has launched a new, nationwide 
organizing campaign. 

More than 200 organizers from 
every part of the country met in 
the American Federation of Labor 
building to map plans for the drive 
which will seek to unionize unor- 
ganized workers in all industries. 
Among the fields where special ef- 
forts will be directed are aviation, 
shipyards, chemical plants, rubber 
and textiles. 


At the opening of the two-day 
session, President William Green 
in a keynote talk stressed the im- 
portance of labor cooperation with 
the government in maintaining un- 
interrupted production in defense 
industries. He declared that it is 
the policy of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor that strikes must be 
avoided at all costs. 

Secretary - Treasurer George 
Meany also told the organizers that 
in building new unions they must 
teach new members discipline and 
employ negotiation, conciliation 


and mediation before taking strike 
action. He explained how federal 
agencies such as the national labor 
relations board and the national 
defense mediation board can help 
to avoid strikes. 

Frank Fenton, A. F. of L. or- 
ganization director, emphasized 
the need of co-ordinating the or. 
ganization drive with the efforts 
of more than 22,000 organizers em- 
ployed by natjonal and interna- 
tional unions. He also pledged that 
the central labor unions in each of 
the large cities would aid in the 
organizing drive, 


The balance of the first session 
was devoted to reports from the 
organizers on the progress of or. 
ganizing work in their districts, 
Substantial gains of new members 
were reported from every section.

MONTHLY CHECKS UNDER FEDERAL OLD AGE AND 
SURVIVORS’ INSURANCE PROGRAM IN MARCH 1941 


Young and Old Included Among Those 
Protected by Federal Insurance Plan 


The one cent from each dollar of 
wages which the worker pays to 
the federal government under the 
old-age and survivors insurance 
program of the social security act 
has started paying dividends to 
several thousand California work- 
ers and their families, according to 
Victor C. Broome, Oakland man- 
ager of the social security board. 

Monthly checks from the federal 
treasury were being sent to 18,449 
men, women and children in the 
state on last March 31 with total 
payments at that time amounting 
to $365,709 a month. 

“These checks are going to a 
wide range of people,” Mr. Broome 
said. “The beneficiaries include 
aged, retired workers—men in 
some cases more than 80 years of 
age—who had had enough employ- 
ment under the law before retire- 
ment to give them insurance pro- 
tection; also, infants less than a 
year old who are survivors of an 
insured worker who has died. 

“The federal old-age and sur- 
vivors insurance program is 
pointed toward family secur- 
ity,” he added. “It provides 
insurance protection for the 
widow and children of an in- 
sured worker who dies and also

when he retires from employ- 
ment.” 

Retired workers of age 65 or 
more are the largest group on the 
insurance rolls, There were 10,701 
of these in California receiving in- 
surance payments of $250,246 a 
month last March. 

In addition to the retired work- 
ers, payments were also being 
made to 2328 wives of these work- 
ers who were also 65. They were 
receiving a total of $29,217 a month. 
The retired worker's wife, if also 
65, receives a check of half the 
amount paid her husband. If less 
than 65, she receives it when 
reaching that age. 

Pointing to the insurance pro- 
tection which the federal act now 
offers the family of the younger 
worker, Mr. Broome said checks 
were mailed in March to almost 
5000 young widows and children in 


California. These included 1475 
widows with young children in 
their care who were receiving 


$31,025 a month and 3A75 children 
who received $455,952 a month. 


St. Louis Labor Leaders 
Support Non-Strike Pact 


The board of business agents of 
the St. Louis Building and Con- 
struction Trades Council signed an 
agreement which bars strikes and 
work stoppages on any national 
defense building project in this 
area. The agreement is subject to 
ratification by members of the 
twenty-six A. F. of L. unions in- 
cluded in the council.

We have this startling information on authority of federated press, 
one of the slickest transmission belts in the party’s elaborate American 
setup. This organization, masking as a labor news service, was exposed 
years ago by the American Federation of Labor as a communist propa- 
ganda agency, It is still living up to its old standards. 

Henry Zon, an obscure fellow-traveler who serves as Washington corre- 
spondent for federated press, writes about Edwin S. Smith in the July 
25 issue of the propaganda service. 

TOOL OF THE COMMUNISTS 

“A number of labor and other organizations,” says Mr. Zon, “are pre- 
paring to go into battle on his behalf. Labor enters this one (battle) 
lustily and with full knowledge that it battles for one of its true friends.” 

Well, if that isn’t a laugh, we give up. If that isn’t a dead give-away, 
there never was one. “A number of labor and other organizations,” says 
Mr. Zon. What labor organizations outside the communist-dominated 
CIO, we ask? And we also want to inquire, what are the “other organ- 
izations”? Is the communist party included among them? 

It should be, if it isn’t. Mr. Edwin S. Smith has been a faithful tool 
of the communists. While on the payroll of Uncle Sam, he went to 
Mexico City a few years ago with John L. Lewis and was hailed as a 
friend and fellow-traveler by Toledano, the Mexican red leader, in a bull 
ring festooned with red flags. 

In every decision he has assisted in rendering as a member of the na- 
tional labor relations board, Mr. Smith has lent aid and comfort to the 
communists. The peak point of his career was the decision turning over 
hundreds of faithful American Federation of Labor members to the 
clutches of Harry Bridges in the notorious west coast longshoremen’s 
case, which has since been reversed by the NLRB over Mr. Smith’s 
vehement objections. 

In his recent public speeches, Mr. Smith has been even more direct and 
frank. He has protested discrimination against communists in national 
defense plants and he has upheld communist strikes in key plants. 
HEADED FOR THE ASHCAN 
| Fortunately for the nation, Mr. Smith and his views no longer control 
the national labor relations board. There was a time, however, when he 
was the fair-haired boy. That was when J. Warren Madden and the! 
other Smith boy, whose front handle we've already forgotten, served with | 
him. They almost succeeded in killing all respect for the national labor 
relations act with their tortured and unfair administration of the law. | 
| Since then, however, the efforts of the American Federation of Labor | 
| for a housecleaning of the board have borne fruit. Madden and the other | 
Smith have been displaced and the changes have proved healthy and | 
|constructive, Now it is the turn of Edwin S. Smith. His term expires on | 
| August 27. Despite the efforts of the communist party and the CIO, we 


There is not the faintest possibility of his reappointment. } 

A word, in conclusion, about federated press. This should be of particu- 
lar interest to the labor press loyal to the American Federation of Labor. 
| We know, because its representatives have tried to tell us so, that fed- 
|erated press claims to be impartial as between the A. F. of L. and the 
;ClO. We know from reading the propaganda issued by federated press 
that it is completely biased and inimical to the A. F. of L. We could give 
}a hundred instances of this bias. There isn’t the slightest doubt about it, 
federated press tried in every way, even by stretching the truth, to em- 
| barrass the American Federation of Labor and propagandize for the CIO 
} ¢ And, no wonder! Its staff is honeycombed with reds and
